Claremont school vote sets off recall drive 


An angry citizens group says it will 
seek the recall of three Garemont 
school board members who voted 
Thursday night to shut down the 
elementary school program at 
Sycamore School and replace it with 
San Antonio Continuation High 


The board voted 3-2 in two 
separate actions providing for the 
Sycam ore chan geover, with 
members William Anderson, Ernest 
Taylor and Beverly Shacklett taking 
the affirmative stand 
More than 300 parents and children 
outraged by the surprise move held 
an impromptu town meeting im­ 
mediately after the board had 
finished its special 40-minute 
meeting at Condit Elementary 
School. 
Anderson had made the motion 
that effective the 1970-77 school 


vear. San Antonio High would be con­ 
ducted at the Sycamore facility. 
Anderson was joined in voting 
“yes" by Mrs. Shacklett and board 
president Taylor. Mary Ellen Kilsby 
and Arthur Steffen voted no 
Earlier, the same trio had voted 
“yes" to an Anderson motion that 
the present elementary school 
program at Sycamore School should 
be discontinued at the end of the pre­ 
sent school year. 
Just as Taylor adjourned the 
meeting. Jim Cooke of the Citizens 
of Quality Education, which has sued 
the school board and the school dis­ 
trict to keep Sycamore and La 
Puerta Intermediate School open, 
stood up and inquired . “Is this board 
ignorant of the facts?" 
To the audience he said. “We don't 
want you to leave because we are go­ 
ing to hold a town meeting." 


One hour and 25 minutes later, the 
group had chosen an 11-member 
steering committee which would 
report back at a meeting scheduled 
next Thursday night at a site to be 
decided. 
Named by acclamation to the com­ 
mittee were: John Moore, Cooke, 
Charlene Martin. Janet and Hollis 
Allen. Dianne Ring. Maralyn Tipp­ 
ing. Emily Fay. Fran Drake, Dwight 
Smith, arid Beth Huffine. 
Whereas only four persons in the 
audience asked permission to speak 
at the board meeting, more than 75 
aired their views on either forciqg 
the board to call an election to 
decrease the $1 03 tax override per 
$100 assessed valuation granted by 
the voters in March. 1975. or recall­ 
ing one. two or three board 
members They decided on three 
board members. 


A show of hands indicated that the 
huge majority of those present were 
against an initiative petition calling 
for an election to decrease the 
override 
Most felt that the educational 
program would suffer if such an elec­ 
tion were held. 
Wynne S. Furth, attorney, hired by 
the CQE and Ralph A. Spaulding, a 
Claremont resident, to represent 
them in their suit against the board 
and school district, explained that 
the board could not close schools 
without following certain state laws, 
such as filing an environmental im­ 
pact report. 
She said that the board didn't file a 
negative declaration 
“This is a very polite lawsuit," she 
said. 
She explained that the suit is ask­ 
ing the court to issue a writ of man­ 


date which would require the board 
to prepare an environmental impact 
report. 
“This evening's developments do 
not affect the law suit,” she ex­ 
plained 
San Antonio Continuation High 
with 125 students is in its third year 
at a district site at College and San 
Jose avenues. 
Group members recalled that the 
board did not discuss at all the mov­ 
ing of San Antonio High before a vote 
was taken 
Cooke called for the group to “take 
a straightforward, streamlined ap­ 
proach” 
The school board at its regular 
meeting Monday night reviewed 
statistical data prepared by District 
Supt R S Kirkendall about future 
housing in northeast Claremont 
which would impact the district, and 


decided to wait until the special 
meeting Thursday night to take any 
action on its vote of June 2. 1975 on 
the closings of Sycamore and La 
Puerta The closings are intended as 
a money-saving move. 
Mrs. Kilsby said she was not 
satisfied “with a plan that gives the

Kirkendall explained 
that he did not believe any further 
action needs to be taken at this time

Faced with objections from of­ 
ficials from Los Angeles and other 
counties, the Joint Legislative 
Budget Committee this week decided 
not to act on the plan until public 
hearings are held 
The Department ot Health es­ 
timates that between now and April 1 
counties will spend $894,000 more 
than they would have been allowed 
under the proposed restrictions. 
Department officials decided last 
year to cut into the $0 per cent an­ 
nual increases of recent years in 


Commuter train crash 
sends 100 to hospital 


CHICAGO (API — A crowded 
commuter train rammed the rear of 
another train which had stopped at a 
station today during the morning 
rush hour. Scores of the estimated 
800 persons aboard the two Chicago 
Transit Authority trains were in­ 
jured 
There were no immediate reports 
of deaths in the accident on the 
Northwest Side 
Hospitals reported treating more 
than 100 persons Their conditions 


were not learned but fire officials 
said about six ot the injuries ap­ 
peared serious 


Four persons had to be cut free 
from the wreckage by rescue 
workers 


The crash occurred in near zero 
temperatures at Addison Street on 
the Jefterson Park branch of the 
electric commuter line, which runs 
at street level down the median strip 
of the Kennedy Expressway. 


CTA spokesman Tom Buck gave 
the estimate of the number of 
persons on the trains He said the 
leading six-car “A-train 
was stop­ 
ped when it was rammed by a four- 
car “B-train" that was not scheduled 
to stop at the Addison station. 
He said two erf those trapped in the 
wreckage were in a motorman s cab 
of the “ A-train " The cab was not oc­ 
cupied by IT A employes at the time 
and, as frequently occurs passen­ 
gers used the empty seats 


Buck said the speed of the “B- 
train" was not known at the time of 
impact. 


The last serious accident on IT A 
lines occurred in September 1974 
when 41 persons were taken to 
hospitals and six were admitted 
There were four serious accidents in 
1974. the worst on May 10 when 224 
passengers were taken to a hospital 
after a similar rear-end collision at a 
South Side station

LOS ANGELES (AP) - With a 
prod from federal money men, area 
transit officials are going to take 
another look at a just-decided policy 
to limit a “starter" rapid transit line 
between Long Beach and downtown 
Los Angeles. 
Byron Cook, president of the 
Southern California Rapid Transit 
District, called a special meeting of 
the board for Monday after learning 
of a federal warning that the starter 
line scope was too confined. 
Cook said Thursday that the Urban 
Mass Transportation Agency has in­ 
dicated the initial line should be ex­ 
panded into populous San Fernando 
Valley, perhaps to Canoga Park. The 
Los Angeies-Long Beach proposal is 
for a line 26 miles long. 
Cook, who is also a Burbank city 
councilman, pointed out that federal 
wishes come close to a command 
because the government is expected 
to put up most of the line's projected 


$820 million cost. Monday s meeting 
is to decide whether to study an ex­ 
panded system. 
A contrary view came from RTD 
director Baxter Ward, a county 
supervisor. Ward, a leader in the 
push for the 26-mile starter line, said 
he considers a broader study “waste­ 
ful of both time and money.” 
Ward asserted, “The added delay 
will give the state more time to 
further reduce its contribution to the 
starter line — an amount that has 
been dwindling at the gross rate (fig­ 
uring in federal and local funds I of 
$10 million a week." 
But Cook said the federal officials 
“have given us no choice. The Urban 
Mass Transportation Agency wants 
us to look at the entire corridor. 
Nothing short of that will do.” 
RTD officials had voted just 
Wednesday night to focus on the 26- 
mile line for the start of a future rail 
transit system. 


Bowler back in competition 
again—with a new heart 


DICK BATTISTA 
wmmmmmmmm 


ALAMEDA, CaUf. (AP) - Dick Battista is getting 
ready to go back on the bowling tournament tour next 
week in Las Vegas and become the first heart transplant 
patient to compete in professional sports 
Battista, 44, got a new heart Oct. 9 at Stanford Medical 
Center. The donor’s name was not disclosed, but the 
heart, Battista said, was "a very young athlete’s heart in 
excellent condition " 
“Because the heart is in such great condition, my doc­ 
tors have encouraged me to get plenty of exercise, " Bat­ 
tista said. “So I do situps, pushups, weight-lifting, ride a 
bicycle and bowl about 15 games a day. 
“ In fact, the only reason I didn’t bowl earlier is because 
1 wanted to make sure I got my legs in shape. Bqt the 
heart is ready. The only things my doctors are concerned 
about are rejection and infection." 
Since the 10-hour operation by a surgical team headed 
by Stanford's Dr. Norman Shumway, Battista has been 
living in Mountain View, near the medical center. This 
week he has been visiting the Professional Bowlers As­ 
sociation's $65.000 tournament here. 
He said he plans to enter about five more tournaments 
alter Las Vegas then return home to Astoria. N.Y. and his 
job in NBC’s New York City studios. 
Battista bowled on the tour from 1968 and won about 
$60,000 in prizes his first four years, including first at 


Grand Rapids in 1970. His heart trouble slowed him to 
only three tournaments in 1974 and two last year before be 
dropped off the tour in March. 
Last September, after about five straight days without 
sleeping 1 entered a hospital near my home, " Battista re­ 
called 
Twentv minutes later 1 was dead. Everything 
stopped They worked three hours to revive me. 
Then they suggested a heart transplant. My muscle 
tone was excellent and so was my age. What concerned 
them most was whether I had the will to see it through 
and live. My wife and two children are enough for me to 
want that.

Flown west to undergo tests and await a donor. Battista 
became the 94th heart transplant recipient at Stanford 
where 97 persons have had transplants since January. 
1968 
The survival record among the 97 is six years — held by 
Willem van Buuren of Mill Valley, Calif., a onetime 
harbormaster in Rotterdam, Holland. He was 43 when he 
received a new heart Jan. 3, 1970. 
With his exercise program and strict diet, his recovery 
has been good. Battista said, except for “a very, very 
mild" attempt at rejection 21 days after the operation 
“The doctors told me to expect that," Battista added. 
“His heart is stable. There is little cause for concern." 
said Dr. Donald Ricci, a Stanford cardiologist. 


To pay or not to pay? 
Doctors near crossroad: insurance bills due 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — As pressure mounts in the doc­ 
tors' work slowdown in Southern California, officials said 
next Thursday would tell how entrenched the protest will 
become. • 
That mid-month date is when huge malpractice in­ 
surance rate hikes must be paid by the area's some 10,000 
doctors. The boosts average around 400 per cent — mean­ 
ing some physicians would pay $40,000 a year for 
coverage. 
Until that time, doctors are under a grace period, even 
though untold numbers have been slowing down or refus­ 
ing to operate or render patient car since Jan. 1. Doctors 
say they — and, of course, their patients — can’t afford 
the insurance and that they dare not practice without it. 
Jan. 15th may bring a “real crunch," said an aide to Los 
Angeles County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn Thursday. The 
aide added "the doctors that have been holding out will 
then have to pay up or go out of business all at one time." 
Executive Director Everett Bannister of the Orange 


County Medical Association, which has seen little protest 
action so far, warned Thursday “we may see some 
spreading into Orange County" if the legislature doesn’t 
solve the crisis within the next 10 days. 
But on the other hand, Leon Hauck of the Hospital Coun­ 
cil of Southern California, expressed the view that “ 1 
think a lot of them (doctors) are going to go ahead and 
pay it." 
Hauck also saw a peaking in the number of protesters, 
declaring, “ 1 don't think we are seeing a number of new 
physicians taking part each day." 
The slowdown has left 97 of the area s 200-plus hospitals 
limited in services they provide. The limited facilities, 
which chiefly handle emergencies, have laid off at least 
2.000 employes as a result. 
Officials noted the slowdown is difficult to assess 
precisely because protesting doctors are scattered and 
often located in private offices, not hospitals. In fact, no 
one has yet estimated how many doctors are taking part 


in the protest. 
Officials can measure what the slowdown means to 
public facilities with county-paid staff doctors and to 
private hospitals where the protesters would normally 
handle operations. Patients are jamming the 11 public 
hospitals run by Los Angeles County, while scores of 
private hospitals are turning patients away and laying off 
hundreds of nurses and workers because doctors aren t 
showing up. 
"The hospitals are feeling the impact of the slowdown 
that began Jan. 1,” said Hauck. “The question is now, 
how long can everybody stand the pressure. " 
Meanwhile, in Sacramento where doctors and politi­ 
cians are trying to find a solution, state spokesman Bob 
Nance said “talks are still stalemated." 
Officials say there has been no report of a patient being 
endangered by the massive slowdown. They say emergen­ 
cies are being handled by many if not all private doctors 
and by Los Angeles County's government-run hospitals 


which can accommodate 3.700 in-patients. 
A telephone hotline, standby helicopters and paramedic 
crews are also at the ready to handle emergencies. 
County officials gave the go-ahead to hire more medical 
workers if needed and approved extended hours and over­ 
time for county-run facilities. 
Thus far the main participants in what officials term 
“the restriction of services" now nine days old are 
orthopedic surgeons, obstetricians and anesthesiologists 
And the slowdown centers on mammoth Los Angeles 
County, with its nine million residents, especially in the 
heavily-populated San Fernando Valley. There is a less- 
noticeable slowdown in five other Southern California 
counties, the region covered by Travelers Insurance 
which has announced the massive rate increases. 
Spokesmen point out that the reason the county-run 
hospitals stili operate is that equally high malpractice in­ 
surance hikes have been picked up by tax money for staff 
doctors 


University bombing 
suspect is arrested 


SAN FRANCISCO (AF) - A 
fugitive believed to be a member of 
the elusive Weather Underground 
was in jail today, facing charges in 
the fatal University of Wisconsin 
bombing that put him on the FBI's 
most wanted list for more than five 
vears 
David Sylvan Fine, (Mice a member 
of a campus radical group that 
spawned the revolutionary Weather 
Underground, waived a removal 
hearing here Thursday, one day after 
his arrest. 
U.S. Magistrate Richard Gold­ 
smith set bail at $1 million and 
ordered Fine returned to Wisconsin 
to face federal charges of sabotage, 
destruction of property and inter­ 
state flight to avoid prosecution. 
Fine also is charged with murder 
in a Wisconsin warrant stemming 


trom the bombing. 
An anonymous tip from someone 
who recognized Fine from a wanted 
poster led FBI agents to a rented 
room where the slightly built 23- 
year-old apparently lived alone, 
federal authorities said 
"It is reasonable to presume he 
was a member of the Weather 
Underground," said Assistant U.S. 
Atty. S. Steele Langford. “ He has 
been underground for six years " 
Fine and three other persons were 
indicted in the Aug. 24.1970. bombing 
of the U.S. Army Mathematics 
Research Center on the University of 
Wisconsin campus in Madison 
Research physicist Robert Fas- 
snacht, 33. was killed and tour other 
persons were injured in the blast, 
which caused an estimated $6 million 
in damages to the building housing

Here is a rundown of developments Thursday in the 
current Southern California slowdown of physicians 
protesting skyrocketing malpractice insurance rates: 
AREA AFFECTED 
The slowdown has limited specialized hospital care, 
elective surgery and doctor office visits primarily in Los 
Angeles County and to a lesser extent in Ventura, Santa 
Barbara. San Bernardino and Orange counties. 
HOSPITALS AFFECTED 
The Hospital Council of Southern California reports that 
97 erf 234 member hospitals have curtailed services either 
minimally or severely in the four counties. In Los Angeles 
County 83 of 160 hospitals aftected; in San Bernardino 
County, 3; in Santa Barbara and Ventura, 10of 14; and in 
Orange County, one hospital. 
LAYOFFS 
It is still unclear exactly how many of Southern Califor­ 
nia's 136,000 hospital workers have been laid off, but one 
union says at least 2.000 of its nonprofessionaI members 
have been laid off One hospital, Cedars-Sinai Medical 
Center, reported layoffs totalling 1,500. Up to 500 workers 
have been laid off in Ventura and Santa Barbara counties. 
In addition, some hospital officials have asked their 
employes to take unpaid leaves to avoid layoffs and other 


employes are working shortened hours. 
REMEDIES 
Robert Gnaizda, Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r.’s malprac­ 
tice troubleshooter, says the situation is unchanged, and 
Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy, D-San Francisco, says 
it will take several months to resolve the problem, but Dr.

D- 
South Gate, who listed its value at 
over $10,000 
Under the law adopted by voters in 
June 1974, legislators are required to 
list gifts above $25 
Numerous legislators received 
tree passes to Disneyland, season 
football tickets, theater tickets and 
parking passes lor college campuses 
and airports 
The gift givers most often were 
businesses and individuals in the 
legislator s district 
Not everyone tilled in all the lines 
on the forms 
Assemblyman Walter Ingalls, a 
Riverside Democrat who sharply 
criticized the reporting law last 
month, left the value-of-gifl column on 
jus iorrn blank 
Assemblyman Mike Antonovich, 
K-Glendale put "unknown" in the 
value-oi-giit column 
Assemblyman John Briggs, R- 
FuJlerton. turned in a handwritten 
form that was largely HUgitde 
hen Alan Robbins, R-Van Nuys. 
wrote tus answers in blue pencil, 
making the copy available to 
reporters unreadable except tor his 
signature 
hen John Stull. R Leucadta, was 
perhaps alone in his exhibition of 
humor when he filled in his form 
Under gilts, he listed U.S. Navy 
retirement benefits of over 11,000 
and under UMO0, and slated the 


contributor's occupation was “keep­ 
ing the sea lanes open." 
One influential legislator, As­ 
semblyman John Foran of San Fran­ 
cisco, sees nothing wrong with tak­ 
ing gifts. Foran, the Democratic 
chairman of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, said: 
"If they choose to accept them, I 
don t think there s anything wrong 
with that." 
Foran, who received a $40 
terrarium from San Francisco's 
Delaney Street Foundation, also 
went on a $1,042 trip to Israel paid 
tor by two Los Angeles businessmen, 
Here is a brief rundown on some 
other reported gifts: 
-Assemblyman Robert Niinmo, 
H -A ta scad e ro , re c e iv e d the 
butchered lamb, valued at $40, from 
the C ircle N Roundup. As­ 
semblyman Barry Keene, D-Eureka. 
got two turkeys, valued at $40, for his 
staff and family from the Nicholas 
Turkey Farms 
—Assembly Speaker Leo Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, was one of 
several legislators who went on 
expense-paid trips abroad last year. 
Dr, Shlomo Tadmor, a repre­ 
sentative of the Israeli gov­ 
ernment, contributed $1,500 for Mc­ 
Carthy's ticket, and several San 
Francisco contributors, 
including 
Waiter Sborenstein, Melvin Swig and 
Ben Swig, contributed toward the 
$1,550 trip for McCarthy s wife, Jac­ 
queline. 
"McCarthy thought the trip was 
very worthwhile in that any expan 
sion of knowledge of governments 
(he size of California has to improve 
(he knowledge of the leadership of 
the Assembly," said Jack Johnson, 
McCarthy s press aide.

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China mourning death of Chou 


One of century's outstanding statesmen; 
premier dies of cancer at the age of 78 


TOKYO (AP) — China began a 
Week of mourning today for Prem ier 
Chou En-lai amid expectations that 
Teng Hsiaoping, his 71-year-old first 
deputy, will succeed him as pre­ 
mier. But Chou's more powerful se­ 
cond spot in the Communist party 
hierarchy may go to 39-year-old 
Wang Hung-wen, a vice chairman of 
the partv and the boy wonder of 
Chinese politics. 
Chou, China's prem ier since the 
Communist victory in 1949 and one of 
the outstanding statesmen of the cen­ 
tury. died Thursday at the age of 78. 
The death announcement was de­ 
layed for 16 hours. He had been in the 
hospital since he had a heart attack 
in May 1974, but cancer was given as 
the cause of death. 
The Chinese Embassy said the

funeral would be held in Peking on 
Jan. 15. Hsinhua. the official Chinese 
news agency, announced a 107- 
member funeral committee headed 
by Mao Tse-tung, the 82-year-old 
chairman of the Chinese Communist 
party and for 40 years Chou’s men­ 
tor. 
A Peking radio broadcast said that 
“ in accordance with China s customs 
and protocol re fo rm ,” no foreign 
dignitaries would be invited “ to take 
part in the mourning activities.” 
Hsinhua said 611 Peking’s news­ 
papers devoted the entire front page 
to the obituary notice with a portrait 
bordered in black. A black-bordered 
stream er across each page read. 
"Eternal glory to Comrade Chew En- 
lai, great proletarian revolutionary 
of the Chinese people and out­ 
standing Communist fighter!" 
W estern em bassies in Peking 
reported that flags were at half staff 
in Tienanmen Square, the symbolic 
cen ter of China, but that the 
emotional reaction was low key. 
They said crowds gathered in the 
cold outside newspaper offices to get 
copies of the People's Daily and to 
read the news on displays. 
A correspondent for the Hun­ 
garian news agency MT1 reported 
that redoubled security patrols were 
circling Peking streets but that 
otherwise the scene was normal. 
Japanese correspondents in Pek­ 
ing said Communist party leaders 
met Thursday night at the Great Hall 
of the People and there was specula­ 
tion the party Central Committee 
was deciding on Chou’s successor. 
The reports cited unidentified 
sources saying a new leadership 
would be set up after the funeral. 
They said the Central Committee 
would hold a plenary session shortly 
and that the National People’s 
Congress was expected to meet this 
month. 


Observers believed the choice was 
sure to be Teng. a protege of Chou 
who was purged in 1967 during the 
Great Cultural Revolution, returned 
to power in 1973 and has been running 
the government since the premier 
became ill. 
Teng is considered a strong ad­ 
vocate of relations between China 
and the United States, and U.S. of­ 
ficials said because of this Chou's 
death was not expected to have an 
adverse effect on contacts between 
Washington and Peking. Teng be­ 
came known to American television 
audiences when he was President 
Ford's host last month. 
However, the funeral committee 
list, which presumably listed the 
members in the order of their party 
standing, placed Wang second after 
Mao and Teng fourth, following 
Defense Minister Yeh Chien-ying. 79. 
This could mean that Wang would in­ 
herit Chou's party mantle, putting 
him in line to succeed Mao as party 
chairman. 
Wang was chosen for high office as 
a concession to the nation's youth, 
but his star seemed to waver in re­ 
cent months Following Chou’s ill­ 
ness, he ceased to accom pany 
foreign visitors to audiences with 
Mao and in recent months he has 
made his headquarters in Shanghai. 
He reappeared in Peking Dec. 17 to 
preside at the funeral of another 
party vice chairman, Kang Sheng. 


Chou's parents were members of 
the wealthy Mandarin class, but he 
was educated at the Nankai School in 
Tientsin, near Peking, which had a 
reputation for producing rebels. In 
1919. he took part in the May 4 Move­ 
ment, an uprising of students against 
the treatm ent the Western Allies 
gave China after World War I. The 
movement produced many Com­ 
munists. and it was there he met his 


future wife. Teng Yeng-chao. 
Chou in the 1920s clashed often 
with the authorities, led demonstra­ 
tions, was jailed from time to time 
and was a leading member of the 
Awaken Society of anarchists and 
Communists dedicated to a new or­ 
der for China. 
From the 1930s he identified 
himself with Mao, and after the 
Communists took over China in 1949. 
he was Mao's first lieutenant in 
founding and running the People’s 
R epublic. 
In c o n tra st to the 
enigmatic, withdrawn chairman, he 
was outgoing, witty, adaptable and 
gregarious. These traits made him a 
favorite with foreigners and also 
helped him to survive the savage in­ 
fighting of Chinese politics which 
brought down others who appeared 
to outrank him 
Though Mao directed the broad 
lines of policy, Chou ran the govern­ 
ment. A long career as negotiator for 
the Communists, beginning with 
talks in the 1930s with Chinese 
Nationalist leader Chiang Kai-shek, 
fitted him for the concurrent post ot 
foreign minister, which he held until 
1958 


A moderate, his ability to com­ 
promise and his acceptability to both 
sides saved China from total chaos 
during the Cultural Revolution, 
which convulsed the party and 
adm inistration. It was evidently 
Chou who decided in 1969 that it was 
time for China to present a new face 
to the world, to be part of it and to 
compete in it, to build the Chinese 
economy and to make China strong 
and self-reliant. 
He restored contacts with many 
countries, among them several 
which had been cold or hostile. The 
period of detente reached its climax 
with the reconciliation with the 
United States.

Teenage gun toters triple Buffalo holdup rate 


BUFFALO, N Y. (AP) — Gun- 
toting teen-agers are contributing to 
a tripling of holdups in the Buffalo 
area, the FBI says, and a city judge 
contends economic conditions may 
be partly to blame. 
“It seems to be peculiar to Buf­ 
falo,” said Dennis Gibbs, bank rob­ 
bery supervisor at the Buffalo office 
of the FBI. “ We have them as low as 
14-years-old here. They all seem to 
carry guns ’’ 
Bank robbers in the 17-county 
western New York area are up near­ 
ly 300 per cent, Gibbs said. Fifty 
bank 
robberies w ere reported 


between July and December of last 
year, he said, compared with 13 in 
the same period a year ago. 
And while exact figures on the 
number of teen-age bandits aren't 
available, authorities say half or 
more of the hold-ups may have been 
committed by persons under the age 
of 20. 
“ What ever possessed you to rob a 
bank?” Lt. Raymond Fries, head of 
Buffalo's police robbery squad, 
asked a 17-year-old suspect 
T he s u s p e c t sh ru g g e d h is 
shoulders. 
“ Did you think it would make you a 


big man in the neighborhood?” 
"Yeah. I guess so." 
“ Did you need the money?" 
“ Well, yeah, I guess so 1 was , 
thinking about getting a car." 
Buffalo City Judge Samuel L 
Green says several reasons, in­ 
cluding economic conditions in Bui 
falo s black neighborhoods, could be 
behind the surge in teen-age bank 
robberies 
The black unemployment figure is 
thought to be at least twice as high as 
official state labor figures showing 
12.8 per cent joblessness in Buffalo. 
■ And,’* says Green, “ the black ex­ 


ploitation movie that glamorizes 
pimps and hoods has become very 
popular the last few years 
And the kids identify with these 
characters and their flashy cars and 
clothes The material things become 
very important to them.

"So 
many people were killed 1 
know it will be difficult for 
the man because of the 
deaths." 
Metesky began his series 
of bombings on Nov 18. 
1940. at a Consolidated 
Edison plant in Manhattan 
He had worked for the 
utiltity company and had 


contracted tuberculosis 
after an explosion in a 
plant to which he was as­ 
signed 
Because the company 
refused to compensate him 
for his illness, said 
Metesky. he began his 
bombings 
"I wanted to call atten­ 
tion to mv grievance, 
he 
said "In all the 32 bomb­ 
ings only 15 people were

Metesky has fully 
recovered from tuber­ 
culosis and is certified 


sane by state mental au­ 
thorities. He spends most 
of his time caring for his 
ailing 77year-old sister in 
Waterbury.

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Colby says CIA hasn't spent a nickel in Italy recently 


WASHINGTON <AP) - 
CIA Director William E. 
Colby said Thursday the 
agency has “ not spent a 
nickel in Italy in the past 
few months,” but he stop­ 
ped short of denying re­ 
ports that the CIA has be­ 
gun to funnel $6 million to 
anti-Communtst elements 
in Italy. 
Asked In an interview on 
NBC-TV’s “ Today" show 
whether the CIA planned to 
spend money in Italy, Col­ 
by replied: “ I am not at 
liberty to discuss details 


During the interview, 
one day a fte r public 
reports of covert CIA 
funding in Italy, Colby 
blam ed 
m em bers of 
Congress for leaking in­ 
telligence secrets. "We 
have to insist that our 
members of Congress ... 
assume responsibility for 
knowing things that cannot 
be passed on," he said 


W hite 
House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said 
Wednesday there is "a 
strong suspicion in the 
White House" that the re­ 
ports of C IA funding 
originated in Congress. 
Asked to be more specific, 
Nessen replied: “ I could 
but I won t." 
Nessen declined to con­ 
firm or deny the CIA was 
paving the funds, but an 
a u th o rita tiv e source 
elsewhere confirmed the 
operation, which was in­ 
itially disclosed in The 
Washington Post and The 
New York Times. 
In Italy, hundreds of

tracts as the Christian 
D em ocrats, hit by a 
government crisis, ruled 
out cooperation w ith 
(Communists in forming the 
next cabinet.

Moro resigned after the 
S o c ia lis t P a rty , the 
nation s third largest after 
the Christian Democrats 
and Communists, with­ 
drew its parliamentary 
support. 
Political leaders, con­ 
templating the ruins of 
their government, began 
jockeying for position in 
Italy s 33rd postwar ad­ 
ministration — the only 
alternative to premature 
general elections likely to 
favor the Com m unist 
party. 
In his interview, Colby 
noted that the law requires 
him to brief six congres 
Monal com m ittees on 
covert operations, and be 
cited what he said was a 
statement made about the

Colby deplored that

Federal, state cutbacks 
reported straining county 


LOS ANGELES (A P) - 
Continuing cutbacks in 
financial aid by both the 
federal and state govern­ 
ments are having a jar­ 
ring effect on county fi­ 
n ances, 
says C h ie f 
Adm inistrative O fficer 
Harry L. Hufford. 
In a report to the Board 
of Supervisors. Hufford 
said Wednesday that in re­ 
cent years social and 
health programs have been 
started by the federal and 
state governments and 
then handed over to coun­ 
ties to continue at county 


expense. 
As a result, he said, “ re­ 
cent cutbacks in Washing­ 
ton and Sacramento are be­ 
ginning to have a drastic 
impact on the county’s role 
as a provider of services ” 
Cutbacks during the 
current fiscal year may 
cost Los Angeles County 
more than $45 million and 
that could increase to $92 
million in fiscal 197&-77, 
Hufford told the board 
“ The property taxpayer 
cannot be expected to con­ 
tinue to finance through 
property tax revenues the 


present magnitude of 
health and social services 
primarily initiated at the 
state and federal levels. ' 
Hufford cited declines in 
gasoline tax revenues, the 
financing of various com­ 
m unity redevelopm ent 
agencies, and revenue 
collection problems as 
creating trouble for the 
county's $3 billion budget. 
Accumulated 
federal 
revenue sharing money has 
helped the county meet 
cash flow problems the 
past two years but this 
vear that is not available.

Q. — I intend to do some 
work soon with plastic 
laminate, the kind that or­ 
dinarily is seen on kitchen 
countertops. I have a pret­ 
ty good idea of how to han­ 
dle it, but two things puzzle 
m e b e c a u s e of c o n ­ 
tradictory things I have 
read or heard. One is 
whether the face of the 
laminate should be down or 
up when it is being cut. The 
other is whether it 1s 
necessary to attach any 
backing to the rear of the 
laminate to keep it from 
warping. Can you help me? 
A — The good side of the 
plastic laminate should be 
face up when it is being 
cut, with one exception. 
The good side should be 
face down when a portable 
circular saw is being used. 
As for using backing, I as­ 
sume you mean backing on 
the plywood or other base 
to which the laminate is 
usually glued. Some people 
use a cheap laminate on 
the rear of the board if that 
portion is to be exposed to 
the air; some use a sealer, 
such as shellac.

How to really use the hammer 
Ao/f 
' 
at Arboretum 
By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatures 
One of the most basic of 
all hand tools is the ham­ 
mer — so apparently sim­ 
ple to use that few persons 
ever feel the need to learn 
how to do it properly. 


The thousands of injuries 
that occur to handymen 
while using the hammer 
each year are nearly 
always caused by misuse. 
Entirely aside from that, 
countless projects are 
delayed or spoiled by the 
improper use of hammers. 
Even further, many cases 
of arm fatigue can be 
traced to the use of ham­ 
mers that don't “fit” the 
persons or the jobs, as well 
as to the simple failure to 
wield the tool in the right 
manner. 


The following tips apply 
to the types of hammers 
generally used around the 
house: 
1 — Be sure the handle is 
neither loose nor damaged. 
2 — Use safety glasses 
when practical, but es-

pecially when driving 
harderted masonry nails 
into concrete. In the latter 
case, use a heavy ball pein 
hammer with a large strik­ 
ing force or a hand drilling 
hammer rather than the 
old, ordinary claw or nail 
hammer. 
3 — The hammer blow 
should always be struck 
with the ham m er face 
parallel with the surface 
being struck. 
4 — Hold the hammer 
handle at the end without 
any 
of 
y ou r 
hand 
overhanding. 
5 — Rest the face of the 
hammer on the nttl, draw 
the hammer back and give 
a light tap as you hold the 
nail in place with the 
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thumb and first two fingers 
of one hand. 


6 — The wrist, the elbow 
and the shoulder handle 
hammer blows. For a light 
tap. use only the wrist. For 
a moderate blow, use the 
wrist and the elbow. For 
heavy whacks, use the 
wrist, elbow and shoulder. 


7 — When a nail bends, it 
is generally better to 
remove it and start a new 
one t han a t t e m p t to 
straighten it out with com­ 
pensating blows. The ex­ 
ception is in very rough 
work, where striking the 
nail at a slant to straighten 
it out is occasionally all 
right if you are very 
careful. 


8 — Whether you hit a 
nail straight or on a slant, 
always strike it with the 
center of the hammer face 


9 — Keep a few nailsets 
of different sizes in your 
workshop. Use one when a 
nail is to be driven below 
the surface. Drive the nail 
the ordinary way.lhen use 
the nailset for the last two 
or three blows. 


10 — In withdrawing a 
nail, slip the claw of the 
hammer under the nail 
head and pull the handle 
toward you. Do not draw it 
past a vertical position. 
For a stubborn nail, place 
a piece of wood under the 
head of the hammer to in­ 
crease the leverage and 
relieve unnecessary strain 
on the handle.

Wash off dirt, 
dry in sun and store in cool dry place You don’t have to 
divide the clump until you're ready to replant next spring. 
Perennials you can plant this month include: Shasta 
Daisies, Day Lilies, Columbine, Phlox and Lily-of-the- 
Valley. Mix in plenty of organic material with the soil. 
Plant Daphne now for fragrant blooms in late January 
and February. 
Keep planting bulbs. It’s not too late for daffodils or 
tulips. Even hyacinths can sUll go in, though the sooner 
you start them the better.

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If ruled illegal. 
No refunds on postal hikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If the recent Increase in postal 
rates is ruled illegal, no refunds can be given to mail 
users, the Postal Service says. 
In papers filed this week with the U.S. Court of Appeals, 
the service cited “the sheer administrative Impossibility 
of providing such reimbursement to all mall users ’ 
The statements came In response to an effort by an 
organization of bulk mailers, the Associated Third Class 
Mall Users, to force the Postal Service to make refunds if 
the rate increase is ruled illegal. 
The bulk mailers have asked the court to overturn the 
Dec. SI postal rate increase that sent the price of first 
class stamps from 10 to IS cents. 
They also have asked that the proceeds from the rate 


hike be placed in a special account until the court decides 
the legality of the increase. Refunds could be made from 
such an account if the rate increase is ruled illegal, the 
bulk mailers said. 
The Postal Service, in opposing the request, said, "The 
additional postage paid by mail users under the recent 
temporary rate increase cannot be reimbursed.” 
The service said it would be illegal for the court to 
order refunds. It quoted a law saying, "No mailer may be 
reimbursed for any amount paid under any rate or fee 
which, after such payment, is determined to have been 
unlawful..." 
The appeals court is expected to hold a tearing this 
month on the bulk mailer's challenge of the rate increase.

Dial-a-ride service will be available to residents in 
north Upland and northeast Ontario beginning late this 
month 
City Manager Lee Travers of Upland, chairman of the 
technical committee for the West Valley Transit Service 
Authority, announced this week that the final plans for 
implementation are nearly complete. 
Dave Systems of La Habra, Is the consultant to WVTSA 
for design of the dial-a-ride which will pick up residents 
from their homes and take them to any location within the 
service area.

The dial-a-ride will also serve as a feeder to the Omni- 
trans buses throughout Ontario, Upland, Montclair and 
Chino, connecting to the fixed routes at the edge of and 
outside the service areas. 
The service areas will encompass regions and residents 
in both West End cities not presently enjoying much 
public transportation service, said Travers. 
In Upland. It will cover the area north of Foothill 
Boulevard with the west boundary at Benson Avenue, the 
east border the city limits north to 16th Street and above 
16th to Campus Avenue. The service will stop at the i(or- 
thern city limits. 
A small section below Foothill where San Antonio Com­ 
munity Hospital and a surrounding medical community

square miles. 
The 4Ms square mile loop in Ontario will cover Campus 
Avenue to the San Bernardino Freeway west and then jog 
east and north to the city limits. Vineyard Avenue on the 
east and Holt Boulevard on the south. 
Paul’s Yellow Cab, owned by Gene Statians, will be the 
contractor and operator of both dial-a-rides The WVTSA 
purchased four 1972 station wagons from Stalians last 
August for the experimental dial-a-ride. Two station 
wagons each will cover the separate services. 
Trie fare will be 50 cents which gives the rider one 
transfer onto a fixed route bus line. The senior citizen 
fare is 25 cents. 
The services are expected to log an approximate 96,060 
vehicles miles annually. The total cost is an estimated 
$90.260. with Upland contributing $22.526 and Ontario pay­ 
ing $18.582 The remaining amount will be met through an 
operating grant from the federal Urban Mass Transit 
Authority. 
Travers pointed out that both services will begin "slow­ 
ly and well nee what happens before expanding the ser­ 
vice. ” 
Trousers will coordinate the Upland service and City 
Manager Roger Hughbanks will have charge of the On­ 
tario service 
The exact start-up date will be announced later.

. Avoiding noose 
of dependence 


Though the oil crisis developed two years back, 
the evidence is that this nation's and the Western 
world’s response has been far too little and too late. 
New government studies indicate our dependence 
on the oil cartel countries will escalate dramatical­ 
ly in the next several years, making a mockery of 
U.S. national defense and foreign policy. Both can 
..be tom to threads by a boycott or slowdown by a 
handful of countries, each of which is highly suscep- 
. tible to a totalitarian takeover. 
Oil is in the public eye. Our efforts began after a 
crisis. But, as is well known, we are heavily depen­ 
dent on foreign sources for a string of other raw 
materials crucial to our defenses and economic 
stability. 
A major share of the available export production 
,.of at least six of these essential commodities is held 
tightly by potential cartels. 
Forty one per cent of the free world’s exports of 
iron ore is controlled by seven major producers, 85 
per cent of tin exports by six, 44 per cent of lead ex- 
sports by five, 31 per cent of copper exports by four, 
30 per cent of zinc exports by four and 75 per cent of 
bauxite exports — raw material for aluminum — by 
seven major producers. 
The problem is the more serious because it is not 
...simple to find substitutes quickly in the large quan­ 
tities necessary, for iron ore, lead, bauxite. Zinc 
substitution is also difficult in the short term. 
There is enough known, however, about new 
sources for some of these materials, new forms of 
substitution and improved conservation methods, to 
make it possible in time to reduce our dependence 
on the import of most of these items. 
As in the case of oil, the complete elimination of 
imports is neither possible nor desirable. What’s 
wanted is independence sufficient to prevent our 
being blackmailed or unduly pressured politically, 
militarily or economically. 
But we must begin now while we have time and 
*. when conditions, in the main, are propitious for suc- 
• cess. 
Note first that all six of these commodities can be 
; stockpiled without serious difficulty. In fact, if 
L memory serves correctly, five of the six have been 
, stockpiled extensively at one time or another by 
• this country. The stockpiling can be carried out 
* slowly, during those periods of low prices which oc­ 
cur from time to time in these cyclical fields. 
Over the long pull, substitutions and alternate 
sources are possible for most of these commodities, 
if we put some thought and effort into the task. 
Bauxite is plentiful, virtually worldwide, if 
developed There are other ores believed suitable 
for economical aluminum production if better 
techniques are found, Recent laboratory work 
suggests it will be possible to come up with a wide 
range of plastic substitutes. 
Aluminum, in turn, has been popular in recent 
years as a substitute for some uses of tin and cop­ 
per. Other substitutes can be found — and other 
sources of tin and copper ore, given the proper 
stimulus 
; 
Lead, zinc and iron ore may present greater 
*. problems. But it is clear that persistent research 
* can give us handles here too. Considerable work has 
been done, for example, on the substitution of 
* plastics for some iron products. Though this sub- 
stitution has not always been successful, the out- 
• look, given time, seems impressive.

Kissinger's phone monitored 


WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, who was im­ 
plicated in tapping the telephones of 
seven subordinates and four news­ 
men, had his own phone calls 
monitored. 
No less than Richard Nixon, in a fit 
of presidential pique, ordered the 
Secret Service to monitor calls to 
and from his top foreign policy ad­ 
viser in December, 1972. 
This has been confirmed by the 
man who transmitted Nixon s orders 
to the Secret Service, Charles 
Colson, then a member of Nixon's in­ 
ner circle. He has described the inci­ 
dent in a sizzling, soon-to-be- 
published book, “ Born Again.” 
We have also spoken to other 
sources familiar with the backroom 
m achinations that led to the 
eavesdropping. Here are the incredi­ 
ble details: 
On Sunday. Dec. 17, 1972, Presi­ 
dent Nixon ordered the Air Foret to 
bomb North Vietnam into submis­ 
sion to force a settlement. The 
devastating 
round-the-clock 
raids 
outraged our adversaries and allies 
alike. Even at home. Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader Mike Mansfield called 
the bombing “Stone Age strategy ” 
Kissinger pleaded with the Presi­ 
dent to explain his reasons for the 
bombing to the world Nixon not only 
declined but ordered strict silence 
about the bombing throughout the 
bureaucracy. 
Not long afterward, New York 
Times columnist Jam es Reston 
wrote that Kissinger had opposed the 
bombing. Reston was critical of the 
air assault, calling it “ war by 
tantrum.” 
Colson read the column to Nixon, 
who was furious “ I will not tolerate 


insubordination,” he exploded. “You 
tell Henry he’s to talk to no one, 
period! I mean no one! And tell him 
not to call me. 1 will accept no calls 
from him.” 
Colson relayed the message to Kis­ 
singer who agreed not to discuss the 
bombing with anyone in the press. 
Meanwhile, Nixon buried himaelf in 
a Washington Redskins football 
game, but it didn’t cool him down, 
Colson recalls. 
Possibly to escape Nixon's wrath, 
Kissinger had flown off to Palm Spr­ 
ings, the California resort, for a few 
days of relaxation. But Nixon, still 
fuming, decided to keep tabs on Kis­ 
singer. 
As Celson recounts it, the Presi­ 
dent “ordered me to have the Secret 
Service keep a record of all incoming 
and outgoing calls from Kissinger's 
heavily guarded villa in Palm 
Springs ” 
Colson issued the orders through 
an aide and the Secret Service began 
monitoring Kissinger’s calls, says 
the former White House aide. He's 
unsure whether the Secret Service 
tapped Kissinger's lines, bugged his 
end of the conversation or merely 
used devices to list incoming and out­ 
going calls The Secret Service had 
the capability, according to our 
sources, to do all three. 
The Secret Service learned from 
the monitoring that Kissinger tried 
to reach Nixon. But true to his 
threat, the angry President refused 
to take the calls Colson reports that 
Kissinger then "proceeded to call his 
old Irtend, Joe Kraft ” 
Three days later, the columnist 
wrote in the Washington Post that 
Kissinger had valiantly opposed Nix­ 
on's bombing order. This so in­ 


furiated the President that be began - 
“counting the days until Henry left 
to return to Harvard,” recalls 
Colson. 
Sources close to Kissinger say he 
was acutely aware of the move to 
send him back to Harvard. The H.R. 
Haldeman-John 
Ehrlichman-Char- 
les Colson palace guard were "out to 
get him,” according to intimates of 
Kissinger. During this period, Kis­ 
singer felt the palace guard wanted 
to force him out in disgrace and 
make him the scapegoat for Nixon's 
bombing policies 
Colson contends, however, that 
Nixon had decided even earlier to 
replace Kissinger. Colson quotes the 
former President as confiding to him 
at Camp David: “ Kissinger will be 
leaving in six or eight months. It's 
not good for a man to stay too long in 
that position. It will be better for 
Henry.” 
Kissinger's intimates confirm that 
the palace guard succeeded for 
awhile in cutting Kissinger off from 
the President. But as Nixon sank 
deeper in the Watergate mire, he 
turned increasingly to foreign affairs 
to divert attention from the scandal. 
Eventually, he concluded that he 
needed Kissinger. 
So instead of ousting Kissinger, the 
President added to his stature At 
the Ume, Kissinger had only one 
title; he was the President s national 
security adviser But in August, 1973, 
Nixon invited Kissinger to San 
Clemente, Calif. During a swim in 
the presidential pool, Nixon notified 
Kissinger that he would be the next 
Secretary of State, 
One year later, it was Nixon who 
left office in disgrace and Kissinger 
who survived in power.

Another look 
at assassination 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Though it has been many 
years since the President was assassinated, rumors con­ 
tinue to circulate concerning the circumstances of the 
deed as well as whether true justice was accommodated 
at the time. 
A widely loved leader, the President nonetheless had 
numerous enemies. And with the great divisions then ex­ 
isting in America, it has since been suspected that the 
murder may not have been the crime of mere pedestrian 
undertaking. 
Indeed there is evidence that a conspiracy of grotesque 
proportions may have been ultimately responsible, the 
plotters possibly including ranking government officers 
or perhaps military and political luminaries of a radical 
government to the south. 
It appears for one thing that the President himself was 
aware of some plot against his safety. Talking to as­ 
sociates on the day of the shooting, he is said to have 
registered his conviction that “there are men who want to 
take my life—and I have no doubt they will do so.” More 
ominous than this is the recollection of one of his aides to 
the effect that when the chief executive left him that day 
it was with a firm “goodbye” rather than a less perma­ 
nent salute. 
And what of the fact, of which there can be no argu­ 
ment, that many government personalities that afternoon 
showed a unanimous reluctance to accompany the Presi­ 
dent on his public appearance. A governor was asked, a 
former congressman was invited, a general, even a 
member of the President's own cabinet. All made ex­ 
cuses. some of them quite lame, thereby fortunately stay 
ing out of harm’s way. 
As for the assassin himself, many still doubt his 
capacity — at least his unreinforced capacity — to 
organize a high execution. He was apparently a man 
pampered by women throughout his life, his existence 
filled with self doubts and few adventures He boasted 
enough, surely, having one time reportedly remarked 
about the opportunity "for a man to glorify himaelf by 
killing the President ” Yet close friends said he was.ali 
bark, “a coward and everybody knows it.” 
Could a shallow coward plan the execution of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States'» Many think not What’s mc*e 
the events surrounding the assassin’s death are fraught 
with unanswered questions that strike at the core of the 
controversy. He was shot dead, we’ve been told, but some 
say it was more than that. It has been suggested that he 
could not have been merely shot, as he was within the im 
mediate control of the authorities Beyond this there are 
the accusations that accompanied his burial, its commis 
sion in governmental secrecy giving rise to the specula­ 
tion that it was merely a double who'd been killed, and the 
real assassin let freely go. 
And here is the primary substance of the skepticism 
that the assassin was let go as part of a governmental 
conspiratorial plan. But who were the conspirators’’ 
Nobody yet knows, that’s the damned part. It’s been 
suggested the Vice President may have been the real 
power behind the bullet, or possibly it was a leading 
cabinet secretary who was known to covet greater power 
There is also the possibility, allegedly suggested by none 
other than the President's wife, that members of the ex­ 
ecutive security force may have been in on the plot.. 
Unfortunately, the government did not at the time 
choose to investigate its own. A federally convened trial 
of the assassination failed to address itself at all to the 
possibility of a relationship between the President’s men 
and the President's murder Therefore the feeling sur­ 
vives that the real story is yet to be fully told. 
Clearly, the time has come to set the record straight at 
last. Too many questions remain unexplored, too many 
contrary clues left barren. There has even been popular 
talk that the President's body was never placed in the plot 
provided it, that authorities worried too much about the 
possibility of it one day being thoroughly reexamined 
Nothing short of a congressional investigation will do. 
of whatever duratior to get the task done The ap­ 
proaching Bicentennial is almost reason enough to clear 
up Abraham Lincoln’s death once and forever.

What ought our foreign policy be? 
The answer to this question is the 
answer to the question of what our 
CIA and other agencies are, or ought 
to be doing overseas 
It's important for American tax­ 
payers and welfare advocates to 
know what our spending is for the 
hardware and military might' we 
have deployed around the globe. Earl 
Kavenelie, a professor of foreign 
policy at John Hopkins University, 
defines our national security interest 
this way: 
* To guarantee that no part of the 
United S tates is attacked or 
destroyed by enemy forces 
* That our internal processes are 
never dictated by the threat of 
another nation or a non-national 
group. 
* American lives and property are 
not spent, except in the obvious and 


necessary dctense erf these objec­ 
tives. 
These are simple goals and pre­ 
clude entirely the kind of shameful 
behavior we ve learned about Irom 
the Congressional investigations of 
our security apparatus. The 
implementation of these goals also 
suggests that we could virtually cut 
our defense budget in half, reducing 
it by nearly 140 billion 
If we can define our national in­ 
terest thusly, and no other objective 
seems right or moral or pragma 
tirally worthwhile, then we can be­ 
gin setting our own homes in order 
We can begin to house and feed nad 
heal our own people 
Averill Harriman. that grand ole 
man who served four American 
Presidents, told a TV audience

DEAR N.A.: Nails need never be 
trimmed if they are worn down 
rapidly enough to prevent excessive 
growth Active type dogs, and ap­ 
parently yours is one of these, tend to 
keep their nails short without any 
help, particularly if their “ beat is a 
hard surface such as concrete Dogs 
with dew claws, those nails on the in­ 
ner sides of the feet which are raised 
too high to wear on the walked-on 
surface, may grow and require 
periodic trimming even though the 
other nails do not. Keep track of 
th ese dew claw s and trim as 
required, since they may grow in a 
half circle back, painfully, into their 
own pad

Cat’s right foreleg was amputated at 
the shoulder about a year ago 
because of a neuro-fibrosarcoma He 
gets along splendidly, with one ex­ 
ception. He can’t clean his right ear, 
which gets gummy I tried a cotton 
swap dipped in mineral oil, but the 
oil made a mess all over his face and 
neck — and after he rolled in the dirt, 
it was REALLY a mess. Any 
suggestions? — S.S. 
DEAR S S : Mineral oil on a cotton 
swab is a logical combination for 
feline ear cleaning, particularly if 


the accumulated dirt within the folds 
of the ear is dry. If you use only 
enough oil to moisten the swab, there 
won’t be any left to dribble down the 
face and neck. You can also use 
follow-up cotton swabs dipped lightly 
in rubbing alcohol which will clean 
out the remaining mineral oil so that 
dirt is less likely to stick to the area 
(The light application of alcohol on 
the swab stick is the best first choice 
for cleaning when the ear contains 
moist wax or is gummy to start 
with ) 
Please note that if the residue 
within the ear is heavy and ac­ 
cumulating down in the ear canal 
itself, or if there’s actually an ear 
odor, this is not a job for home- 
cleaning techniques, but requires a 
doctor's expertise. 
DEAR DR MILLER: When Price 
is happy, he kneads.

Dr. Lamb 
A free smoking clinic

DEAR DR LAMB - I wonder If 
you are aware of the free five day 
plan of non-smoking clinics con­ 
ducted by the Seventh Day Adven­ 
tists as a comfnunity service I think 
they could be quite useful to your 
readers 
I had the privilege of assisting with 
two clink's and was impressed with 
the results The majority who suc­ 
ceeded had smoked 20 to 40 years 
Their pleasure at being free, their 
remarks of gratitude and surprise 
that it could be done were thrilling. 
Actually 70 to 80 per cent quit within 
five days 
Many of the people who attended 
were referred by their physician or 
by the American Cancer Society The 
buddy system is used for support — 
films, lectures and a juice diet are 
used the first day or two At the end 
of the five days the ”1 Choose Not to 
Smoke” buttons are exchanged by 


the victorious ones for gold I Q (I 
Quit) lapel pins. 
Interested persons need only con­ 
tact the pastor of the nearest 
Seventh Day Adventist Church for in­ 
formation about the nearest clinic. 


DEAR READER - Thank you for 
a most helpful suggestion. I called 
the nearest Seventh Day Adventist 
Church and learned that they have 
the clinics sporadically, whenever 
enough people ask for a clinic and 
people are available to hold them 
The success rate reported to me was 
also around 80 per cent Any one in­ 
terested should call their nearest 
Seventh Day Adventist Church and 
find out when and where the next 
clinics may be held 


I am told th is is a non 
denominational service You don't 
need to be or have been a member of 
any church Religion is not used as a 
means of achieving success. The 


only reference to religion is that 
those who are religious can call on a 
higher power for help 
I suspect the program varies with 
the people available in different loca­ 
tions TTie local ones I talked to holds 
meetings for only one and a half 
hours each evening for the five days 
of the sessions. A doctor and a 
nutritionist help with the sessions. 
Such clinics have my wholehearted 
support It is one thing to know the 
dangers of smoking and quite 
another to be able to quit. The suc­ 
c e s s story reported and the 
availability of such a free service is 
really an inducement to anyone who 
wants to quit smoking to try such an 
avenue. 
Tobacco is indeed one of our 
greatest health hazards in modern 
society It is a significant factor in 
decreasing length of life, particular­ 
ly in men, as well as detracting from 
the quality of life.

purposes of the study is to 
learn more about moun­ 
tain lion habits, distances 
they travel and the amount 
of range they occupy. 


In California, mountain 
lions have been fully pro­ 
tected since 1971 when the 
legislature placed a mora­ 
torium on lion hunting.

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This week something new has moved into the 
valley. That’s the name of a group, ‘Something 
New” . . . a collection of four talented performers 
who are bringing some mellow sounds to the Boiler 
Room in Claremont 
They opened Tuesday night to a good-sized if 
rather tentative crowd at the unique Uttle club in 
the bowels of Griswold’s Old School House. Focal 
point of the group (to me. anyway) is lead singer 
Jody Duvall, blond and beautiful. Her vocal 
interpretations were appropriately and profession­ 
ally sensitive or brash, and she also plays the organ, 
S 
iano, clarinet and saxophone. Judy is ably backed 
y Leslie Milton on drums, John Schmidt on bass 
and Steve Gargus on the organ. They all double on 
different instruments, giving ‘‘Something New” a 
versatility which extends their repertoire to include 
many kinds of music, from top 60 and standards to 
jazz, from rock and roll to country ballads. As I see 
it, ‘‘Something New” is off to a good start at the 
Boiler Room and I hope they’ll be around for 
awhile. They perform six nights a week, Tuesdays 
through Sundays, 9 to 2. (Incidentally, if you’re a 
Papa Bill’s regular you might remember that 
“Something New” played there for awhile last 
summer.) 
I want to thank reader Frank Donadee for his tips 
regarding restaurants in the area. He’s had good 
things to say about the food at Sarita’s Mexican 
Restaurant at 528 W. Holt in Pomona, and about the 
Village Inn in La Verne where, says Frank, ‘‘the 
blueberry pancakes are great.” I also had a call as­ 
suring me that I was “missing A bet” by not having 
dined at The Mansion(?) in Mira Loma. Although 
this is a bit out of my territory at present, 1 must 
confess that I’m tempted to no6e around out there a 
bit. But the thought also occurred to me that maybe 
YOU have been there and would be willing to tell 
me about it. So tell me. 
Time rather got away from me last Saturday 
night at Love’s Wood Pit Barbecue in Pomona. I 
was engaged in several pleasant pastimes, 
conversation with a special friend, lingering over a 
delightful dinner, and enjoying the warmth of the 
Love s atmosphere. Though the fare (beans and 
franks) certainly wasn’t very sophisticated, it was 
certainly good. Suddenly I realized two hours has 
passed and I was late for a very important d ate. . . 
with Judy and Stephen, the folksingers at Adrian’s 
in La Verne. 
I’ve talked about Judy and Stephen before, but I 
went to Adrian’s again last week because I just 
plain like their music. They bring a seriousness to 
their performance which commands silence and 
respect for their art, but it’s something else 
between numbers. And so it was that I was sitting 
there when Judy was saying something, trying to be 
serious. I say “trying” because she seems to have a 
double problem in this regard . . . trying to BE 
serious, and trying to convince the audience that 
she IS serious. But finally it came out, though I 
haven’t a prayer of relating it to you as she said it! 
But her thought was good and she expressed an un­ 
spoken sentiment of most performers. 
In pointing out the difference between American 
and European audiences, she related a personal ex­ 
perience she’d had in Austria. She attended an 
opera there and the tenor’s jitters were apparent in 
the first part of his performance. Instead of eggs 
and verbal brickbats, the audience threw its sup­ 
port by applauding his efforts. His response to the 
audieirce’s encouragement was to return in the se­ 
cond part to give the best performance of his 
career. The point was, and is, that performers, like 
ballplayers, respond positively to the encourage­ 
ment of a supportive audience.
